'Mosses Everywhere 
Long For Peace' 


W A S H I N G T O N 


President 
Eisenhower declared 


Sunday "it is only governments 
that arc stupid" and that the 
masses in all nations long for 
peace. 


In an address to the 12th World 


Christian Endeavor convention, the 
President made an impassioned de- 
fense of the spirjtual values under- 
lying the free world and contrasted 
these with the way of life of the 
Communist world. 


Eisenhower said free peoples 


must unite "if they are to meet 
successfully the opposition which is 
united by forts, by the threat of 
the MVD, by the threat of the po- 
lice, the threat that comes about 
when a child is asked to inform 
upon its parents, when there is no 
sanctity left in family life, or in 
community life — in anything, in- 
deed, except slavish devotion to the 
head of the state." 


Delegates 


The President spoke to the dele- 


gates to the international Christian 
youth association from a cross- 
surmounted platform in the May- 
flower Hotel. A Hawaiian choir 
sang "God Bless America" in Eng- 
lish and in Hawaiian before the 
president of the world organiza- 
tion, Dr. Daniel A. Poling of Phila- 
delphia, introduced the President. 


Eisenhower said he wanted to 


stress one conviction "that all 
men, all masses, do truly long for 
peace." 


And he told the more than 600 


youthful delegates: 


"They want you to win the strug- 


gle you are waging. It is only gov- 
ernments that are stupid, not the 
masses of people. Governments 
may seek for power, for the right 
to dominate, to extend their au- 
thority over others. Free people do 
not seek that." 


Not Specific 


Eisenhower made no specific ref- 


erence to current points at issue 
between the Communist bloc and 
the West, but the whole question of 
cold war problems was plainly in 
his mind. He said, for instance: 


"We sometimes encounter in the 


diplomatic field the statement that 
an international relationship does 
not use moral standards, that it is 
based on expedience, or upon prac- 
tical solutions to practical prob- 
lems of the moment. And mayhap 
this is sometimes true, in the tem- 
porary sense. But it cannot be true 
in the 'permanent sense, if we are 
to win that security, that peace, 
for which all mankind so desper- 
ately longs. 


"We must remember the spirit- 


ual base that underlies man's ex- 
istence, and the spiritual base that 
underlies all free government, else 
we shall surely fail. . . . 


The President addressed 
the 


gathering on his return from an 
overnight stay at Camp David, his 
Maryland mountain retreat.

bro ken co llar bo ne. 
“It was wo rth my who le career 
to pull that little girl o ut,” said 
radio o perato r Lawrence Ro dri­ 
guez, 20, o f Carpintería, Calif. 
After the little girl, a serio usly 
injured Chinese wo man was taken 
abo ard. Mrs. Parish and o thers fo l­ 
lo wed the pilo t, Capt. Blo wn, last 
o f all. 
Wo o dyard co ntinued: 
“Survivo rs were 
dazed. They 
just didn’t say anything as they 
were being helped abo ard. The lit­ 


tle girl cried a little but that was 
all. They were in a state o f sho ck. 
They appeared unable to co mpre­ 
hend what was happening. 
Dresses had been ripped o ff the 
wo men. The men were in sho rts. 
The airliner had hit the water at 
160 mil?s an ho ur after a 9,000- 
fo o t death plunge during which the 
strafing fighters fo llo wed it do wn. 
All survivo rs had deep cuts. 
So me had been sho t,

As the raft drifted away after 
the rescue, a do ll bo bbed o n the 
surface amid the waves. 
The Albatro ss hit three large 
swells befo re it was airbo rne. 
Navigato r Albert F. Smith. 32, 
o f Hudso n Falls, N.Y., attended the 
injured, giving clo sest attentio n to 
the Chinese wo man. 


“She was co ld and in deep 
sho ck,” he said. 
“We laid her o n the flo o r. She 
kept ro lling fro m side to side. Her 
leg was badly fractured. 
“She kept asking fo r water but 
I co uldn’t give her any because 
she had interna! injuries. 
“She didn't want me to leave 
her. Everytime she was quiet, I 
wo uld go to the o ther o nes.

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All is Not Tranquil 


The nation's agricultural areas at week end 


once again voted for wheat marketing con- 
trols, choosing a regulated 1955 crop with 
price supports in preference to wide open 
production on a catch-as-catch can marketing 
basis. 


But it was referendum full of lights and 


shadows. There was declining support for 
crop controls. The 1953 referendum endorsed 
controls by 87.2 per cent of the total vote. 
This subsequent referendum carried by only 
71.8 per cent, according to present tabula- 
tions. 


More significant, pcihaps, was the sharp 


decline of voters. Fcnly per cent fewer farm- 
ers than in 1953 participated in Ihis year's 
referendum. 


By the character of the returns there 


farmers who did vote remained unswerv- 
ingly loyal to a farm program as they have 
known it, differing with Agriculture Secre- 
tary Benson who would have things differ- 
ently. If this year's smaller margin of en- 
dorsement of marketing controls is cited in 
Benson's behalf, it must be remembered that 
•the terms of the 1955 control program are 
greatly more austere than a year ago. In 


1953 the wheat grower knew that he was 
going to be .supported at 90 per cent of 
parity. This year the support percentage has 
not yet been announced, but the indications 
are that it will be less than 90 per cent. 
There is also the condition of cross com- 
pliance which will permit nothing like the 
alternate crop opportunities of a year aco. 
This latest referendum also was conducted 
in an atmosphere of unusual political un- 
certainty. Farm measures are 
still 
before 


Congress and no one yet knows what is in 
store for agriculture. 


But the sharp decline in voting is another 


matter. Why are so many farmers idraining 
from participation? one may ask. Is it that 
the program is becoming untenable for them? 
Has its conditions become .so changed that 
an increasing number of farmers are finding 
it more advisable to get along the best way 
they can out of it? Certainly the absentee 
voters cannot be called converts to the Ben- 
son doctrine, else they would have gone to 
the polls and so expressed themselves. 


These are presently deep and cloudy ques- 


tions demanding time for their answer. But 
they spell out one impressive fact—all is not 
tranquil, all is not happy down on the farm.

sold 
for 
civilian 
consumption. 


Public health 
authorities 
have 


traced other shipments all the 
way to Boston, Philadelphia arid 
New Orleans. Though packed in 
ice. some of these turkeys were 
still found to be carrying live 
"parrot fever" virus—the same 
virus that has already caused 
one known death in Texas. 


While they constitute no dan- 


ger once cooked, they are a dan- 
ger to those who pluck or dress 
them. 


Meanwhile, when Dr. B. C. 


J'ier. chief of poultry inspection 
in the Agriculture Department, 
complained 
of l a x inspection 


methods he was promptly re- 
moved from duty. 


On June 1, Pier wrote a confi- 


dential memo to his chief, W. D. 
Termohlen, director of the poul- 
try division: "We feel that dur- 
mg the past year the efficiency 
of the poultry-inspection service 
has deteriorated markedly," he 
said. "This is evidenced by re- 
ports from canners and others 
who purchase inspected eviscer- 
ated poultry that it has not been 
properly prepared as ready-to- 
cook poultry. There is a wide- 
spread feeling in the inspection 
service that efforts to carry out 
a sound program will not receive 
backing if the industry objects. 
Many supervisors and inspectors 
have become extremely discour- 
aged in their efforts.. -" 


For his memo. Pier was sum- 


marily 
removed as inspection 


chief and replaced by Dr. Roy E. 
Willie, whose first act was to in- 
form employees that he "wanted 
to be fair to the industry." 


Pier was given a fancy but 


meaningless a s s i g n m e n t in 
charge of state inspection pro- 
grams. Since few states have in- 
spection programs, this puts Pier 
in a spot where he cannot bother 
the industry. 


Actually, the inspection of poul- 


try is under both the Agriculture 
Department and the Food and 
Drug Administration of the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. Strictly speaking, 
the Agriculture Department is 
supposed, to "grade" poultry. 
However, since the funds of the 
Food and Drug 
Administration 


have been cut so low "by GOP

can inspect factories only once 
every 12 years, agriculture in- 
spects as -well as grades. 


Only 20 per cent of the nation's 


poultry plants are government- 
-inspected, and the companies, 
not the government, pay inspect- 
ors' salaries. In return they get 
the benefit of the "U.S. govern- 
ment 
inspected" 
stamp;

since they pay the salaries, in- 
spectors naturally lean toward 
those who foot the bill,

As a result of these lax meth- 


ods and lack of funds, official .re- 
ports received at the Agriculture 
Department reveal the -following 
unpleasant, unpalatable, but un- 
escapable facts: 


1. Diseased poultry, often cov- 


ered with sores and swellings, 
are thrown indiscriminately on 
the market. The blemishes are 
simply cut off. and the diseased 
parts are often sold in fancy- 
packages, offering ready-to-cook 
drumsticks, breasts and other 
featured parts. 


2. The poultry companies that 


submit to inspection are con- 


stantly nagging the Agriculture 
Department to lower Its stand- 
ards. This industry pressure was 
what finally caused Chief Tier 
to complain 
that his 
poultry 


service had "deteriorated mark- 
edly."

down on the Industry, the Agri- 
culture Department c r a c k e d 
down on J'ier.

PARROT FKVER HITS 


The psittacosis or " p a r r o t 


fever" 
epidemic struck Texas 


poultry plants in May, sweeping 
through 
the employees. More 


than 300 cases were reported, in- 
cluding one death. First hit were 
Corsici-na Poultry of Corsicana, 
Producers Produce of Lampasas, 
Swift & Co. of Tyler, and Mar- 
ket Produce of Brady. 


Veterinarians 
quickly 
traced 


the disease to sick turkeys. Most 
of the plants did not close down, 
but continued to ship turkeys to 
markei from the sick flocks. This 
has been proved by public health 
authorities who have found Texas 
turkeys, packed in ice but still 
infected with psittacosis, 2,000 
miles away in Boston and Phila- 
delphia. 
Another shipment has 


been traced to New Orleans. 


Here is one confidential report 


made by Field Inspector S. B. 
Donelson after checking on the 
Producers Produce plant at Lam- 
pasas, Tex. 
"On or about May 4, 1954. a 


sick flock of turkeys was proc- 
essed at the plant," Donelson in- 
formed Washington. "I started 
work there May 12. 1954, at 
which time some of the 
em- 


ployees were ill. Others became 
ill "within the next week or two, 
until 26 of the 65 employees were 
affected. There have been two 
relapses among the 26. The plant 
did not close due to this out- 
break." 
The Army, worried about the 


health of its G.I.s, rejected two 
carlots of turkeys from market 
produce of Brady, Tex. 
The 


plant then turned round, sold the 
same 60,000 pounds to civilian 
buyers. When queried by this 
column, a company spokesman 
admitted reselling the rejected 
turkeys but claimed the Army 
was being overcautious in turn- 
ing them down. 
This column will publish more 


about the way in which the Agri- 
culture Department has bowed 
to the industry.

PARIS—Except for a brief in- 


terval after 1945 France for the 
past 15 years was engaged in one 
kind of war or another until 
the cease-fire at Geneva put an 
end to the conflict in Indo- 
China.

trict engineers failed to set up 
any standards by which an ac- 
curate estimate of cost could be 
obtained. 
When instructed at 


the last meeting to prepare a set 
of specifications on which pro- 
posals could be received from 
outside engineers, the city and 
district engineer stated 
flatly 


they could not do this. 


According to Walter B. Coalc, 


district engineer, the preparation 
of 
such 
specifications 
would 


mean the preparation of the plan 
the two groups are attempting 
to buy. 
This, he maintains, 


would call for more study and 
work than either engineering de- 
partment has the time or man- 
power for.

The 
district 
constructed 
a 


$700,000 disposal plant without 
any delay or unnecessary djs-, 
luptions and the city has suc- 
cessfully constructed many costly 
sanitary sewer lines. Yet it has 
now taken both groups combined 
more than a year to settle an is- 
sue involving less than $10,000. 


There is the distinct possibil- 


ity that with the coming fiscal 
year's appropriation, the city 
will clean up for the first time 
in years all requests for street 
lights. At the beginning of this 
current year there were 60 re- 
quests for lights on record. 


As of now. that number 
has 


been cut to 47 with a number 
of ne\v requests made during the 
year. A total of 55 street lights 
have been installed this year at 
a cost of about $12,000. 


In the previous year, only 25 


new lights were installed, so 
progress is being made. Figur- 
ing^an average cost of $225 per 
light, an appropriation of about 
Sl.OOO for new 
light installa- 


tions this coming year would 
clean up the backlog. How many 
new requests will be made dur- 
ing the year is not known but 
the street light situation looks 
better now than it has for years.

By the second week in August. 


Compain added, he expects the 
program to be increased to 5,000 
daily.

Hanoi Semicircle

— Adlai E. Stevenson charged 
Sunday "U.S. policy defaulted and 
France salvaged what she could" 
out of the Indochina settlement. 


Stevenson, 1952 Democratic par- 


ty presidential candidate, made his 
first public comments on the Indo- 
china situation in a speech to An- 
chorage Democrats. Stevenson was 
vacationing last week at McKinley 
National Park while the Indochina 
cease-fire was being negotiated. 


"Again the shooting has stopped 


but Communist China has staked 
out another menacing salient into 
free Asia and enveloped 13 million 
people and one of the richest rice 
growing areas in the Orient," Ste- 
venson said. 


'Sorry Sequel' 
' 


"This is the sorry sequel of all 


the foolish, boastful Republican 
talk about liberation of the en- 
slaved nations, about unleashing 
Chiang Kai-shek, seizing the initia- 
tive, a new look in foreign policy, 
no more little wars as in Korea, 
and, 
finally, that threatening talk 


by the secretary of state and the 
vi"e president about massive atom- 
ic retaliation which scared our al- 
lies half to death, if not our 
enemies. 


"All these bold words and ring- 


ing slogans of the past two years 
sound a little hollow now. The 'new 
look' collapsed at the first test. The 
administration was not prepared to 
fight, nor could it negotiate, be- 
cause the right-wing Republicans 
have successfully identified negoti- 
ation with appeasement. 


"Unable to fight, unable to ne- 


gotiate, unable even to speak with 
a coherent tongue, U. S. policy de- 
faulted and France salvaged what 
she could out of the endless, weary 
war in Indochina, and the Commu- 
nists not only added valuable and 
strategic territory but threw the 
Western alliance into confusion and 
dissension, which is Russia's great- 
est goal and dearest dream." 


'Original Sin French' 


Stevenson said "the blame for 


this misfortune, the original sin ... 
must be laid to France." He said 
he formed his opinion on an Indo- 
china visit last year. " 


"It was clear to all with eyes to 


see that colonialism in Asia died 
with World War TI," he declared. 


"But the blame for the collapse 


of our policy in Asia remains our 
responsibility, and we shall fail 
again and again unless we profit 
from this experience."

tro ls, cho o sing a regulated 1955 cro p with 
price suppo rts in preference to wide o pen 
pro ductio n o n a catch-as-catch can marketing 
basis. 


But It was referendum full o f lights and 
shado ws. There was declining suppo rt fo r 
cro p co ntro ls. The 1953 referendum endo rsed 
co ntro ls by 87.2 per cent o f the to tal vo te. 
This subsequent referendum carried by o nly 
71.8 per cent, acco rding to present tabula­ 
tio n.':. 


Mo re significant, pcrhap.s, was the .sharp 
decline o f vo ters. Fo rty per cent fewer farm ­ 
ers than in 1953 participated in this year’s 
referendum. 


By the character o f the returns tho se 
farmers who did vo te remained unsw erv­ 
ingly lo yal to a farm pro gram as they have 
kno wm it, differing with Agriculture Secre­ 
tary Benso n who wo uld have thing.s differ­ 
ently. I t this year’s smaller margin o f en­ 
do rsement o f marketing co ntro ls i.s eited in 
Benso n’s behalf, it mu.-t be remembered that 
the terms o f the 1955 co ntro l pro gram are 
greatly mo re austere than a year ago . In 


1953 the wheat gro wer knew that he was 
go ing to be .suppo rted at 90 per cent o f 
parity. This year the suppo rt percentage ha.s 
no t yet been anno unced, but the indicatio ns 
are that it will be lo ss than 90 per cent. 
There is also the co nditio n o f cro s.s co m­ 
pliance which will permit no thing like the 
alternate cro p o piK>rtuniues o f a year ago .

Some fields of oats are still too 


green to be cut, and scattered 
fields of wheat and barley -re- 
main: standing. The yields vary 
greatly, the variation due to 
whether or not there was enough 
moisture' to start the growth last 
fall. Where the wheat started 
last fall the yields were good, 
averaging from 30 to 40 bushels 
per-acre. Where the.growth was 
uneven, with some starling late 
this spring, some of the best 
wheat was found. 
The yields 


were lowered because the spring 
growth had nothing in the heads. 
Spots in these fields made up to 
50 bushels per acre, while the 
average yields were from 15 to 
25 bushels.

They bloomed abundantly at the usual spring time this season, 


then a spell of cold weather damaged the trees and today there 
are only a lew apricots to be found on the trees. A few peaches 
are ripening, but they, too, are very few. One horticulturist said 
the late cold spell so weakened the stems that1 they were unable to 
hold the apricots and peaches as they grew larger. The weakened 
stems caused the fruit to fall. 


The apricot and peach trees in southeast Nebraska have con- 


tinued to dwindle steadily in number since the Armistice Day storm 
in 1940. The storm caused wide damage to apple trees as well in 
this part of the state. The peach trees in the area have died off 
to such an extent in the last fourteen years, that there are only a 
few such orchards remaining around here. 


This year, the apricots and peaches were already falling heavily 


before the July hot weather arrived.
